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The alphaSyntauri™ musical instrument features: 


■ A PROFESSIONAL KEYBOARD, 61 notes formatted F to F (American Guild of Organists 
standard) 

■ VELOCITY SENSING on each key for dynamic control of note loudness as you play 

■ EIGHT OCTAVE RANGE. Five octaves are standard, two octaves up and one down are 
available with a one keystroke command on the Apple. Frequencies range from approx. 22 
Hz (F4) to 5600 Hz (F 111 ) on an evenly tempered scale 

■ SIX VOICE POLYPHONY (standard with two ALF Apple Music Synthesizers) 

■ ENVELOPE CONTROL. A six section envelope may be stored, recalled and customized 
while you play. Envelopes regenerate with each new note played, and any number of 
envelopes may be stored on disc for recall by name 

■ TWO FOOT PEDALS for sustain, vibrato, and percussive effects 

■ TWO DISPLAYS. A colorful real-time display of note position enhances play, record, and 
playback sessions. For training and analysis, a second display gives you note names as

Why the alphaSyntauri™ system? 


The alphaSyntauri™ musical instrument was 
designed by Charlie Kellner to be a musical 
tool for performing, educating, and compos¬ 
ing. The hardware is deliberately simple: the 
software is modular and flexible—and is the 
heart of the alphaSyntauri™ system. 

How does it work? 


Your Apple computer looks at the alpha¬ 
Syntauri™ keyboard every five milliseconds. 
When it sees a key depressed the software 
running on the Apple sets up note control in¬ 
formation for the sound synthesizer board(s). 
The software then follows the note through, 
updating the control signal every five millisec¬ 
onds according to the parameters preset for 
the note. 

Parameters over which you have control are 
the envelope (note loudness over time), the oc¬ 
tave range, the note percussion, vibrato, and 
sustain. The timbre (or instrument) which you 
hear is created when you manipulate the en¬ 
velope’s six sections. You can specify tone 
qualities ranging from a smooth legato to per¬ 
cussive effects which defy analogy to con¬ 
ventional instruments. 

The alphaSyntauri™ operating system re¬ 
quires no more than six Kbytes of space. Each 
preset (envelope parameter) needs 32 bytes of 
storage, and each note stored uses no more 
than 4 bytes. A 48K Apple can store over 7000 
notes in RAM during a typical record/playback 
session. 


What equipment do you need? 


A 48K Apple II or Apple II Plus, a disc drive, 
a color CRT, and two ALF (Apple Music Syn¬ 
thesizer boards) are basic equipment. Contact 
your dealer or Syntauri for information on 
other sound synthesizers supported by the 
alphaSyntauri™ system. 

You will also need a stereo or mono amplifier 
and speaker(s). Headphones are handy, too, 
for practice sessions. 

A rugged shipping/carrying carton comes 
with every alphaSyntauri™. Your musical 
instrument is as portable as your computer!
